I take the liberty of writing to you to-day, as I 
learned from looking over the files of the Department of 
Indian Affaire that correspondence relating to financial 
matters was addressed to you.Not begging familiar with the 
workings of the Department, nor how the buisness is sub- 
a@ivided, you will kindly overlook any misteke my in-expe- 
rience may have me to make. 

with a wiew to improving the conditions in both the 
Reserve Schools under my direction, and thereby insuring 
better results in school-work and aiscipline, I went over the 
ground very minutely with your Agent, Mr Brosseau, pointing 
out to him that which in my estimation ie a serious draw-back 
to the progress of the School. Mr- Brosseau advised me to 
inform the Department of existing ennditions and he was of 
the opinion that the Officials would be glad to have any 


suggeétion on the matter which might prove helpful. 


I, A number of the older deske in rhe class-roome are 
giving away, the castings ere broken and it is impossible 
to have them repaired. 


2. The number of hooke in the a@ressing-rooms is insuffi- 
cient for the number of pupils, more than heal@ the original 
number haw» been broken and nails substituted. The result is 
thet the clothing falls on the floor, and you can easily see 


the consequences. 


3.The Reading Charts are very much worn,and the number is 
insufficient to meet the needs of the children. 
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4. The problem of teaching Indian Children'go read is 
Qjtreneiy 4ifficult because they do not understand the English 
language. Nothing can be said to interest them, wef arouse their 
attention.It is but a dry repetéon of soundg,words and letters. 


We can appeal to the eye and ear only, the mind we cannot reach. 


5.Blackboards in the Giriaé**School is inadequate. A board 


about four feet long and two wide is available for fifty -@ive 
tote learning to read and wréte. Can you imagine the success 
forthcoming? 

6. The deske in two classes of the Girlé" School are not 
fastened to the floor, because they have to be removed so 
often during the year.(these classes sre in the assembly 
room)There is no possibility of keeping ink in these deske , 
and teaching writing under such difficulties is not an easy 
task. 


I venture to suggest the following for your kind con- 
sideration. 

I. That the Department fit up the First clase in the Boys" 
School with 30 new single desks, thus allowing us to use the 
20 double deske there now to replace those which are broken in 


the other class-rooms and which have to be cast aside. 


2, That one gross of good strong hooks be shipped to the 
echool, and fastened in the ward-robes, with that number on 
hand we will be able to replace the broken ones according to 


the needs. 


3. That ome good set of illustreted Reading Charts be placed 
in the Receiving Room of each school. 


4. That an allowance of a few dollars be made to enable 
the Principal to purchase a variety of objects to present to 
the children that they may more easily learn their names. In- 
troduce a “See and Say” method.During this month the children 


have learned Fifty name words, and it is surprising to see 
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the interest they show in the work.I would like to see how 


er woo by trying thie method. Five hundred words in the 


Pirst year is what I hope to realise. 


5. That sufficient blackboards bé placed in Room No. 4 of 
Girls’ School 


6. That the desks be screwed to narrow strips of hard 
wood.It would hold the castings and give more stability to 
the desk , besides they could be removed at will. 


These are,Dear Sir, a few of the most pressing needs of 
the School. If you choose to remedy all of them,or even any 
of them you will be greatly helping the cause of education 


on this Reserve. 


I noticed that$25.00 a year was allowed in the past for 
supplying material for the sewing classes in the Girls* School, 
and on May 7th I9I5 ea letter from you to the Principal, Sister 
Mary Edward, granted an allowance of $25.00 yearly for the scrub- 
bing &4nd washing of the towels in the Girls" School. Please in- 
form me if these conditions still exist, and if the same amount 


will be allowed this school year. 


As we will soon be moving into more roomy and comfortable 
quarters, and as much of the furniture in this house belongs 
to the proprietor, we will have to apply to the Department for 
what will be needed.I have thought of making out an itemized 
list of what will be required,giving size of rooms , windows, 
doors etc. Would this in any way help} It might place you in 
@ position to know how much to allow. I will exercise the strict- 
est economy, and ask fof only those things which are indispensa 
ble.

In pursuance of your instructions I met Mr. Inspector 
Gilman et Caughneawage on Friday the 28th instant and accompan- 
ied him in an inspection of all the class-rooms in the Boys' 
and Girls' Schoolson the Caughnawaga Reserve. I was greatly 
pleased with the results that they have achieved since my last 
visit to these schools, shortly after the installation of the 
Sisters. The school-rooms were bright, clean and cheery, and 
the class-room work war highly setisfactory. Mr. Gilman, the 
Public School Inspector, stated that the work compared favour=- 
ably with that done in the best schools in his Inspectorate. 
The attendance in each of the rooms wes large and an examinat- 
ion of the register showed that since the opening of spring 
it has been very regular. 


The crowding in the Junior class-room of the Giris' 
Schoo very noticeable and the Department will have to 
consi eans of relieving the situation, but this is 4& matter 
that can be dealt with at a later date. 


I made special enquiries regarding the establishma@ t 
of a continuation class and I am convinced not only that such 
action would be beneficial to the children of the village but 
is almost a necessity. There are at the present time in the 
Boys' class-room five boys who will complete their studies 
in so far as the ordinary course is concerned at the summer 
holidays. There are none in the girls’ school at the present 
time but there are prospective students for another year. Tle 
object of the continuation class would be to give further in- 
struction in English and a@ general commercial course, includ- 
ing bookkeeping, typewriting and stenography. Mr. Gilman also 
suggests instruction in French, which is very essential to 
young Men or women entering comme#cial life in the city of 
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Montreal or other cities in the Province of Quebec. The 
establishment of such & course would to a great extent 
relieve the Department of the obligation at present 
existing of defraying in whole or in part the expenses of 
the boys or girls who heave to be sent to Business Colleges 
in Montreal to obtain the rudiments of commercial training. 


The building formerly used in connection with the 
Methodist Mission would be available and the only expense 
involved would be the maintenance and heating of the build- 
ing and the payment of the teacher's salary, the latter 
about $800.60 per annum. Having in mind the excellence of 
the work performed by the Sisters of St. Amne during the 
few years they have been in charge of these schools, I think 
there is no doubt that they would make sn equal success of 
@ commercial class. They have now on the staff 8 fully 
qualified Sisters and one Lay teacher without qualifications, 
who however, has 8 knowledge of the Indian lenguage and 
whose services in the primary class are almost indispensable.

My dear Sir, 

I take the liberty of writing you to-day to inquire 
if you have as yet come to any determination with regard to the 
establishment of a Continuation School in Caughnawazga. My reason 
for appearing to press you in the matter will be apparent when I 
tell you that the appointment to the different branch houses of 
the Order are made about the middle of July, and if we need an 
extra teacher here I will have to file an application very soon. 
Teachers qualified to carry on this kind of work are at a pre- 
mium just now, and once each house will have been given its quota 
of Sisters the Principals will be very unwilling to give up one 
of their teachers for this house, or in fact for any house. Con- 
sequently if you have reached a conclusion I would be very grate- 


to know it as soon as possible. 


I furthermore wish to call your kind attention to the fact 

that the Junior classes in both schools are over- crowded for 
at least five months in the year; September, October, April, 
May, and June. This last year I employed a young girl to help 
the Sister in charge of the Girl" School. (Primary Class)and an- 
other to assist for one and es half hours each day in the Boy's 
School. I aia this because I felt the work was too strenous for 

the Sisters, but I paid them out of our own salary, and expend- 
ead $400.00 for that purpose. The Department pays for eight 
teachers while we have had the services of ten for a part of the 
year. You readily understand that we canndt do this always unless 
the Department gives an allowance for the pagment of Assistant 
teachers at least during the months when the attendance is great- 


est, and I wish to submit this to your consideration. 


It is in the lower classes that the foundations are laid and 
unless the children are well started, their whole school life w 
suffer thereby. Thirty pupils sre quite sufficient for 
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under ordinary conditions, when you take into consideration that 
in this school these thirty children do not understand a word of 
. teacher is saying , you will realize what an output of energy 
is necesssry to develop their little minds, and teach them the 
very elements of the English language. In the Primary Class of 
the Girls" School there was a total registration of 79 pupils this 
year; the average registration was 48.7 and the average attandance 
was 39.62. In the Boys" School the total registration was 78; the 
average registration was 42 and the average attendance was 33.45. 
My suggestion would be to authorize the Principal to employ an 


Assistant during the months when the attendance is above 30 pupils. 


I have made out a few statistics for my own satisfaction which 
may be of interest as showing the increase in Registration,average 
Registration , average attendance and the percent of attendance 
based on the average registration during the three years of my 
principalship here.

It seems 
too bad for we were perfectly satisfied here; yet we well under- 
etand how unreasonable it would be to rent the house af such an 
exorbitant rate for only one year when especially a new furnace 
mus$ be installed. Mr. Brosseau suggested the Patton Estate, 
and I visited the place in case the question should come up for 
a@iscussion. I consider the property of more value than thie in 
many respects, but it is not as well suited for our needs; it 
could, however, be adapted to our wants very Basily. Sleeping 
apartments for twelve adults take up quite a little space in a 
house; yet unless teachers are comfortablyhoused and well f@a 
it is most unreasonable to expect good work. If the work of 
Teachers of this School has bees satisfactory to you, these last 
few years you may consider that the very comfortable home you 
provided for us has contributed in no small measure to that 
success. With your broad experience you realized this and while 
the outlay is somewhat great at the start it pays in the end, 
Whatever you will decide in the matter will be satisfactory as 
I kmow you shall look with especial care to the proper accommo- 
dations for the Teachers as an essential factor in producing 
good and lasting results in educational worke

As to the family, Benedict, mentioned in your letter 
ef the 20th and mine of the 14th of January, last, Il 
beg to say that there are 3 children of school age - 
ene boy 12 years, a girl 11 and another boy &. They 
have absolutely no ciothing ani need to be fitted up 
completely. They have no shoes or other clothing and 
have been kept in the house all winter. The boy, 
aged 12, attended echooi e few weeks in June 2 
September. He is absolutely illiterate, can hardly 
pick a few simple words. The girl, 11, went to school 
a few weeks in June and knows nothing. The other boy 
never attended school. 


The boys should need overcoats, caps, mitts, shgges, 
rubbers, stogkings, underwear and suit of clothes or 
Pagts and sweaters. The girl would need cloak, dress, 
underwear, shoes, stockings, mitts, rubbers, cap, etc. 
I should judge that it will not be possible to clothe 
these children for less than $25.00 each, and I really 
do not know if I could get them fitted out for that 
amount. I will wait for your instructions.

Salaries.—The salaries have increased during the year from $450. 
to $500. on the average for qualified teachers. Some teachers received 
from $650. to $750. and one elementary teacher received $1,000. for 
ten months. 

Consolidation is not making much progress in my district of inspee- 
tion. One new school was opened at St. Bernard during the year. 


Conferences were held as usual,in the month of September, practic- 
ally all of the teachers attended one or more of the meetings. 


Educational Campaign meetings were held under the direction of 
the Protestant Committee at Huntingdon and Howick. 

Both meetings were poorly attended by men. 

This report, together with the summary of Statistics, bulletins and 
special reports previously forwarded to your department, is respectfu'ly 
submitted.

However, I am prepared to go on record that you and 
the Sisters are to be congratulated upon the excellent results 
that you have obtained. Your pupile are bright and ehow 
enough initiative to give conclusive procf of careful in- 
struction and excellent supervieion. Ae I state in my report 
to Mr. Scott, on the whole in Caughnawage the Sistere sare 
doing the beet work that I have seen in any Indian day schools 
in the Dominion. 


I am grateful for your aseurance that, upon the 
occasion of my next visit, I will be freed from the formal 
welcome. I believe that I see the merit, from the pupile' 
standpoint, in such activity, or I would never be able to 
enjoy it at all.

Memorandum. 


I wish to report on my visit to the Caughnawagea 
Reserve, on the 8th and Yth instant. I found in the village 
schools a total of 425 pupils enrolled and in attendance 391. 
The claseroomse are crowded, but the buildings are in good 
condition. The Sister Superior and the Sisters are to be 
congratulated upon the excellent results that they have 
obtained. The pupils are bright, clean and are on the whole 


doing the beet work that I have seen in any Indian day schools 
in Canada. 


Boys' school. 


There are 172 boys enrolled in the regular classes 
hela in the main building and in the little frame building 
to the south. Grades 1 to 5 are in these buildings and, 
although crowded, are doing excellent work. 

. There is but 1$ acres of school lot in connection 
with the Boys' School, and I would strongly recommend that 
the property be graded, filled and drained, so as to provide 
proper playground facilities. In addition, a chicken 
Ss netting should be placed siong one side for about 30 yards 
5-2 to provide @ back-stop for baile which are continually 
flying over into the neighboring garden. 


Continuation Class: 


The Continuation Class, doing commercial work, 
is situated in the Boys’ School building. The typewriting 
ie done on the second floor of the little frame structure 
to the south, and shorthand and other eubjects are taught in 
the main building. ‘Thies feature of the Caughnawaga school 
system is unique in Canada, for I believe that no Indian 
school elsewhere is teaching commercial work. There are 27 
boye and girls enrolled in this epecial class. 


Girls' School 


In the Girls’ School there are cleeses from the 
primary grade to grade 6, 2 of them being held in the 
assembly hall. The seating accommodation is hardly adequate 
for the large enrolment. The teachers, without exception, 
sre doing excellent work and the pupils ere bright and 
clean and show considereble initiative. 
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The school lot at the Girls" School should be 
levelled and drained as soon as possible, to provide proper 
playground facilities for the 178 girls enrolled. I have 
authorized s minor repair to the furnace and, over Mr. McLean's 
signature, the Departmental Engineer, Mr. Chene, wae instructed 
to arrange for a larger water supply pipe from the Mission 
House under the road to the school. This road was about to be 
macedamized and the work had to be undertaken immediately. 


Boys'and Giris' School. 

The building formerly used by the Methodist Church 
for educational purposes is occupied by 46 primary boys and 
girls. They show evidences of excellent instruction and 
rill make repié progrese under the tuition of the Sisters. 
The grounds here sre very smell and not fit for playground 
purposes. This school building should be no longer used for 
educational purposes when more accommodation is provided ir 
a large building elsewhere. 


Teachers' Residence. 

The teeachere' residence ig quite adequate for the 
purpose of housing the 14 Sisters doing the work among the 
Indian children at Caughnawege. You will remember thet the 
Department built an addition on the rear of a building for 
which we hold e 5 year lesee. I learned thet we hold an 
option on this front portion for $5,000 and, if this is

coneidered © good purchase by the Departmentel Architect, 
ehould without question be taken over, in view of the im- 
provements that we have made. If we purchase the front 
portion of the building, or if we are committed to euch 
action, the outside wall should be given 4 coat of marine 
paint and the roof of the barn gshould receive some repsirs 


I found that the Sieterse end the Agent were quite 
pleased with the services rendere< y the 2 janitore, Meeers. 
Vieux end Zacharie. In the case of > last named employee, 
I would recommend that his eslary be ncressed fron 2) 
to $5c e annum, in view of his fF hful and excellent 
services. 


Truant Officer 


The most energetic and busine selike employee of 
the Department on the Vaughnawage Reserve ie John K. Jocks, 
Conetable and Truant Officer. Every child absent from 
CA school is checked up immediately, and this officer is putting 
all his time on departmental work. He receives, as Constable, 
™ , [$480 2 year and, as Truant Officer, $200. In view of the 
wr? excellent resulte that he hae shown, I would recommend that 
his salary ae Truant Officer be increased by $100. 


<~ 
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Congested Classroome 

The buildinge in use for school purposes on the 
Caughnawage Reserve sare adequete for #11 the Indian warée 
between the sages of 7 and 15 years. 3 factore combine tc 
keep the schoole crowded - firet, the untiring enereg ie* 
of the Truant Officer - second, the enrolment of 20 five- 
year-old and 53 eix-year-old pupils. In view of the 
splendid resulte with which the Sisters sre meeting in the 
primary grades, I hesitate to recommend that these younger 
children be diechsarged from the schools. The Department 
has permitted, for some time, thoee of 6 yeare to attend. 
The 20 five-year-clds have been carefully selected by the 
Sister superior, from the many applicants for admiesion 
at thie age. The five-year-olde st echool heave lost either 
one or two of their parents or come from homes where they 
are receiving abeoclutely no oversight. 


fhe third factor in connection with the crowded 
classrooms ie the presence of French children who are n 
warde of the Government. As I visited the claserooms, I 
made a survey of those in this category end, with the hely 
of the Agent, Truant Officer, Priest and Sister Superior, 
found 20 white children in attendance. The Indian Council, 
when I met them on the evening of the 9th, aeeured me that 
there were many more than this number attending the Indian 
schools. I informed the Council that the Department had 
more or less a moral obligation to those whom we permitted 
to lease reserve lands in connection with the educetion 

of their children. 


The great need at Caughnewega is another building 
with 6 classrooms end an auditorium. One room coulé be 
used for the Grade 6 boys and girls, one room each for 
primary boys ané girlie and two rooms for the comme rcis] 
class. The third floor coulé be used af an auditorium. 
Thie building should be placed on & site with adequate 
pleyeround facilities. 


Meeting with Council and Band. 


At the request of the members of the Council, I 
attended an unofficiesl council meeting at which 150 
members of the Band were present, on the evening of the 
9th instant. I reported on my inepection of the schools 
and congratulated the Band on the excellent progrees that 
wae being made and on the evident interest of the parents. 


In answer to a request that the boys of the 
village be taught by lay teachers - preferably men - I 
informed the Council that the Department has absolute 
confidence in the Sisters and that I could take no 
recommendstion to Ottawa regarding a change. 


The most important matter broached by the Council 
was the large number of French children attending the 
schools and overcrowding the classrooms. I expleined that 
the Department had a moral obligation to those whom we 
permitted to lease land on the reserve; and that, when 
visiting the echool, I had counted only 20 who were not 
wards of the Department. The Indiane felt that there were 
more than this number in attendance and they asked per- 
miesion to visit the schools in en effort to va@rify their 


- statements - 
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statements. In the light of the Sister Superior's expressed 
willingness to allow the membere of the Council to come intc 
the schoole and get acquainted with the work, I promised 

the Council that I would strongly recommend that they be 
given permiseion to visit. 


The members of the Council strongly urged the 
opening of a night class in technical education for the older 
boys of the village. They requested that particular 
emphasis be placed on the reading of blue prints and other 
etudies related to structural work. I promised to give thie 
matter earnest consideration and sugreeted that they cast 
about for a suitable man - preferably in Caughnawaga - who 
was qualified to give such inetruction. 


The Council claimed to be strongly interested in 
the education of the children of the Band end esked that 2 
School Board be appointed. I informed them that the powers 
of euch a Board would naturally be limited, because the 
entire expense was being met by the Vote for Indian 
Education. I intimated that it might be possible, if the 
parente of the children were interested enough, to arrange 
for a School Board with the powere of vieitation and 
recommendation. The Council asked me to draft regulations 
aes the duties and functions of such 4 school Board.

This boy being tal1l96f bad habits is leading his school 
mates to ill-use the Reverend Sister who is becomming 
so nervous over this state of affair and is getting <22 
sick. Dehorn used to loudly command his school fellows 
in Iroquois language during class hours, this, when his 
moment seems fit to deal against the Reverend teacher 
who do not understand him in this lamguace, therefore 
she is a cause of laughter from the young rebels. 

I presume that these insubordinates are taking 
advises from their Indian parents who are presently 
aimless,or recreants who are trying to persuade a very 
few other Indians that the Reverend Sisters should be 
chased away from the Caughnawaga Indian peserve.

My dear Mr. Scott, 


Your letter of some few weeks ago relative to 
the employment of Iroquois girls as Teachers in the schools has 
given me some little preoccupation and concern, and I delayed 
writing until I coul@ see what could be done in the matter. 

I, would first call your kind attention to the fact that 
qualified teachers will not come to Caughnawags for the salary 
given in the three primary grades, viz. $300, $350. Moreover the 
best qualified teacher, be she a University Graduate, is power- 
less before 40 or 50 children who do not understand 4 word she 
ise saying, hence the necessity of having Iroquois girls as inter- 
preters. 

I have talked the matter over with the authorities at our 
Mother-house and have secured the services of two extra Sisters 
to fill the places of the lay teachers, but neither of them know 
the language, nor are they willing to devote their time to learn- 
ing it when the demands for higher qualifications are so pressing. 
I will be under the necessity of employing Iroquois girls as 
substitutes and interpreters in the two lower classes if I wish 
any progress to be made, but they will be under the direction 
of Sisters who will take charge of the classes. 

There are here two groups of Indians arraigned against each 
other in bitter enmity. If a girl is chosen from one group it 
excites the displeasure of the other for no other reason than 
that she belongs to the opposite party. The complaints made by 
the Indians were based on this, for the girls employed did very 
good work and gave entire satisfaction as the Inspector's report 


will prove. Besides they worked and taught under my direct and 
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Smmeaiate supervision, and they were not senior pupils, but full 
grown girls, one of them 26 years old, who has been teaching in 
the schools since 1915 with good results. 

Would you not consider, my desr Mr- Scott, that the saleries 
of the teachers in the lower grades might be raised to meet the 
demands created by existing conditions ¢ It is true that the 
bonus last year helped greatly, but should that be withdrawn, it 
would be difficult to carry on the work of the schools satisfac- 
torily, especially as you hold to having qualified teachers in 
all the classes. 

Trusting that my explanation of the situation will be satis- 


factory to you, and that my reauest will meet with your approval,

I have to thank you for ietting me read tic 
attached letter. We had been dealing with the application 
of certain Protestant Indians for a Gay school on the 
Caughnawaga Reserve. I hope to come to some conclusion 
about it before longe As you are wware, there is a lurge 
majority of Roman Catholics on this reserve, und tiere is 
no stable number of l/rotestants that can be actually counted 
as such. While there are a few cunsistent irotestant 
fanilies, their nwaber fluctuates es tney obtain recruits 
from dissatisfied Roman Catiivlics. The brotestant day 
school at Cauyhnawaga wae closed in June, 191), with fuil 
concurrence of the Vetiodist issionary tociety, wuo were 
associated with us in the maneagenent. The main reason 
for closim, the school was the poor attencanuce. The 
interests of the Roman Catiwlic or irotestant minority 
ere protected by the law, and we endeavour to provide the 
minority with schools. I hope before liong to have a 
protestant school opened on the resurve.

The Reverend Supervising Principal, Sister 
Rose Alma, has asked several times if Article 10 of 
the Indian Act could not be amended. Why not imose 
a fine if a child is out more than one day without 
permission, also a fine if the same child comes in tardy. 
Many parents are very obstinate in sending their children 
after all their chores are finished, so those children come 
in daily between 9:30 and ten o'clock. The parents reply 
that they are their children and that they can keep them 
as long as they need them. How can those children learn or 
make progress when they lose one hour of school every day. 
I hope you will take this matter into consideration and help 
conditions. The Sisters' work as hard to make their 
pupils advance, we should do all in our power to lighten 
their task so difficult with such stiff-necks.

I wish to report my recent vi¥it to the 
Caughnawage R. C. Indian y School. I made & special 
study of the question of 4ccommodation that is needed for 
this activity. At present, classes are con@ucted in four 
buildings: 1. the Girls' School; 2. the Boys’ School; 

3. the former Protestant School; 4. the building we are 
renting. As we hope to release the third mentioned building 
for a Protestant Day School next year and as the rented 
building is wholly unsuitable, I gave first attention to 

the best use of the accommodation in the two brick buildings, 
the Boys' and the Girls’ Schools. Four classes can be 
accommodated in the Girls' building if the roof is raised. 
The rooms on the second floor of the Boys’ School are not 
suitable for classroom purposes and can be used for type- 
writing and domestic science. The classrooms on the first 
floor are quite suitable. The two old buildings, there- 
fore, look after six classes, but ten classrooms are 
required, as follows: 


First Grade classrooms, 
Second Grade bad 
Third Grade aad 
Fourth Grade classroom, 


Fifth Grade 
Sixth Grade ps 
Continuation = 


This means, of course, coeducation practically throughout 
the whole school. It is true that there are two classrooms 
for each of the three first grades; but my suggestion to the 
Sister Superior was that they have boys and girls in each 
and divide the reserve so that the little children would be 
studying in the closest buildings. 


The Sister Superior has lately written that she 
believes a still further classroom is necessary, due to the 
large increase expected in the continuation group for the 
academic year 1927-28. I have ans ered her letter, pointing 
out that it might be possible to organize the work so thet 
the extra room would not be needed. 


In addition to the ten classrooms, a domestic j 
science room and a typewriting room, the school should have’ 
an auditorium. As four classrooms and an auditorium are / 
required in the new building, this suggested to Mr. Chene & 
two storey building with four classrooms on one floor and an 
auditorium on the other. small room might be set off as 
an office. When it is known exactly what accommodation is 
really necessary, I shall prepare another memorandum. The 
September enrolment and average attendance ef 322 and 311, 
respectively, indicates that ten classrooms is the mininum 
accommodation required.

I had on the hopes of having an interview with 
you and to settle magy important and pressing matters concerning 
the schools at Caughnawaga, but your letter of July 27th disap- 
points me and leaves me in a puzzling situation.

“hen I visited the Department on August 2lst, 
I made known to you the change of hours concerning our 
classes, but the inclosed time tables may nelp you before 
taking a decision. 


One of the principal reasons thet urged each 
teacher to supervise her own pupils for study is that many 
of our edvanced pupils begged us to have study from 8 o'clock 
to 8.30 in the classrooms t» facilitute home work and memory 
lessons. Most homes are small, and it is utterly impossible 
to study -- four or five saround a table with a dim light and 
disturbed by the cries of small children and the loud speak- 
ing of a whole family. 


ilthough a sacrifice for us, it is well repaid be- 
cause our pupils desirous of knowledge, and ambitious in 
their school work are grateful und profit of the great ad - 
vantage of one half hour study before class. Their efforts 
are crowned by notable success. 


During this terrible siege of sickness on the Re - 
serve, be assured thet we will watch over our pupils with 
vigilance and prudence and hope that no case of death will 
be registered. There is nothing alarming so far and all 
means possible hxuve been taken to prevent contagion.

Dear Vr. Letourneau; 


(1) In view of the prevalence of contagious diseases on 
the reservation I wish to recommend that all the school 
children be vaccinated at the expense of the Department. 


(2) As another useful measure for the preservation of 
coughs and colds among the school children, I wish to 
recommend that classes should start at 9 aem instead 
of S asm. as it is at present for the following reasons; 
To start classes at 5 aem. is really too early because 
very often the children awake in cold houses before the 
fires are made, walk bare-feet on their cold floors and 
often eat very little or nothing for breakfast, while 
the early hour often causes the children to rush with 
perspiration to the % o'clock classes. There are all 
conducive to colds and ill-health. 


(3) Again as health officer and Indian Agent you should 
not allow M. Delisle to construct his stable and barn 
roofs in such manner that rain and snow from off them 
may fall upon the play-grounds of the echool near the 
R.C. Church as he is doing at the present time. There 

is no doubt that this ie going to cause wet playgrounds 
which will also be condtcive to ill-health of some school 
children.

I am in receipt of a letter dated 14th instant 
from Dr. J. H. Jacobs, of Caughnawaga, a copy of which 
is enclosed herewith for your information. 


In connection with its second paragraph, I 
beg to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 
17th instant, together with a copy of another which 
you have directed to Rev. Sister Superior of the Indian 
day schools at Caughnawaga. 


As to the third paragraph, concerning the 
barn roof recently constructed by Mr. Michel Delisle 
over the Old Fort Wall, in such manner, as stated by 
Dr- Jacobs, that rain and snow from off it will fall 
upon the play-grounds of the Kateri School, I beg to 
say that during the construction of thés roof by Mr. 
Delisle, about 10 days ago, I have advised him to 
place a gutter under that roof in order that no rain 
water neither snoww will fall upon the playground, he 
simply replied that he was going to think about it. 

The roof is completed and the gutters are not yet installed 
and I have reasons to believe that nothing will be done 

by Delisle unless he is compelled to do so upon a strict 
order from the Department.

A very great number of our pupils were out prac- 
tically forty days, so you can well imacine the dreadful 
drawback in the schools. Nothing can remedy the situation; 
but with the patience and devotedness of the teachers, 
and the regular attendance, constant application on the part 
of the pupils; they can cover a food part of the year's 
work. Will the children co-operate and show much interest? 
I hope so. 


Pupils of the St. Isidore Road School number 
twenty, in spite of bad roads and cold weather. Attendance 
is good. The Agent sent me a copy of the letter of Jan 10th 
stating that the Department extended the privilege of teach- 
ing French at St. Isidore Road School. I am surprised that 
permission was given upon a request made by someone who 
knows nothing of the situation. 


The pupils of the country schools are exceedingly 
backwards because of their solitary lives in the woods and their 
genuine Indian mode of living. The parents are the real types 
and speak only Iroquois. Therefore progress means little 
to them. Out of twenty pupils, four only are French and 
they are in grades I and II. The pupils speak no English 
when they come to school and they are fifteen before they 
reach Grade IV. I advocate and encourage the teaching of 
French, because I know how useful and necessary nowadays 
to be a bilinguist, but I do not find the teaching of French 
practical at St. Isidore Road School. 


Miss Snow and Miss Philipps, our two village 
school teachers have a class of their own this year, Roth 
have asked for an increase of salary since October, altho 
they received an increase of $50. a year starting last Sept. 
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Again. last week they renewed their demand. My reply was that 
I would make known their request to the Devartment, but per- 
sonally I thought they were expecting a lot for teachers who 
have no diplomas, classes that require little preparation, 

a Principal bearing all the responsibilities and the schools 
a few steps from their homes. Of themselves they would never 
have asked such a thing, but they are being influenced. 


I rely on you more than ever to co-operate with 
me in my duties as Principal.

Reverend Sister Margaret Mary, Prefect of Studies, 
from the Mother House of the Sisters of St. Ann, at Lachine, 
and Sister Mary Francis, Principal of the Caughnawagea Indian 
Day School, visited the Department yesterday and today in 
connection with the proposed changes in the conduct of the 
Caughnawaga schools. It appears that, while Sister Mary 
Francis was ill and when the Mother General of the Order was 
in western Canada, the letter from Father Bellevance reached 
the Mother House. The community, having been ordered to 
discontinue co-education from Grades 3 up, effected the 
changes on the 6th and 13th instant. They endeavoured to 
get in touch with Mr. Letourneau by telephone at that time 
but failed to do so. The Sisters realize that they made & 
mistake in not bringing the matter to the attention of the 
Department immediately. They were instructed to make no 
further changes and not re-sarrange the seating in the 
schools without authority.

Dear Mr. Ferrier, y 

I feel it my duty to inform you thet since the Concert given by 
the pupils of the United Church Schools on May 1th in the Senior School 
Auditorium, the balustrade of the staircase between the 2nd and Srd floors 
needs attention. The railing itself is in a very shaky condition, four 
of the balusters are knocked out and several others loosened. Another 
mad rush, such as wes witnessed at the close of that last recital, might 
produce a very serious catastropte for, were the banister to give way, 
lives might be lost or children maimed. 

We ourselves use the hall very frequently either for Physical 
Culture, Singing Exercises, or Sewing Lessons and, knowing the school is 
not too strongly built, we teke the means to keep it in good condition. 
On this account, as well as for obtaining better discipline, thereby 
rendering supervision easier, we compel our boys to file from one part 
of the building to esnother with arms folded. Our girls also are not 
allowed to cling to the balustrade, hence we feel we are not responsible 
in any way for the present condition of the steircase, nor for whatever 
accident might occur in the future. Nor do we blame Mr. Robert who 
found himself more than sufficiently occupied in guarding the entrance 
door and warding off intruders from other parts of the building. 


The Auditorium was not left in a very clean condition. The floor was 
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n only strewn with crushed paper bags, but even gum adhered to the 
floor. In the sweepings were found matches and cigarette stubs. 

The stage teble was left minus a leg. During the letter part of the 
Recital, those sitting in the rear seats took the liberty of standing 
upon the chairs. 

I understand that Constable Jocks and Mr. Joe Jacobs took 
charge of the Auditorium during the evening, and though I believe they 
tried to do their duty,and probebly aid much to preserve order by their 
presence, they certainly leck thet sense of foresight and minuteness 
with regard to details, so necessary when one desires to keep a building 
end its equipment in good shape. 

We trust we shall be spared further annoyance of this kind 
as we fecl that justice is not being rendered to us when we do our 
utmost to preserve intact all that the Government hes pleced et our 
disposal. 

Hoping the above remarks will be teken into consideretion |

Their deportment in the 
classroom, in general, has been very good, and when we take into considere- 
tion the letitude allowed these children in the homes, the “Very Good" 
gives way to “Excellent”. The attendance also was far better this winter 
and the teachers noted with pleasure a vast improvement in the clesswork. 
If we ere to judge from the smiling face as each child received the rewards 
so generously donated by the Department, the pupile left us happy and 
contented. May September bring them back to us as light-hearted and aes 
willing to continue their march in the path of knowledge.

This morning ReveThomas Whitebean,our Missionary 
to the Indian communities of Caughnawaga and Oka, called 
at our United Church office in Montreal with the informat- 
ion that instructions had been received from the Department 
of Indian Affairs informing our church people at Caughnawaga 
that they would not this year be permitted to use the lar 
assembly hall in connection with the Roman Catholic School 


It has been the custom ever since this hall was 
built for our peopie at Caughanawa to use the hall for the 
presentation of a Christmas entertainment. This year they 
fully expected to use it and had all arrangements made for 
Friday,December,23rd. Mr.Whitebean informs me that Mir. 
Parker, Inspector of Reservations,last week visited Caughnawazea 
and after conference expressed his approval. 


The alternative would be to use the o14 council hall 
over one hundred years of age. This, I am informed, is dingy 
and dirty, so much so that it is quite out of the question. 


Inasmuch as the Montreal Presbytery has laid on me 
the responsibility of looking after the interests of our 
Indian iti ssions, I am writing to you to secure if possible 
a reconsideration of the issueing of permission for our 
people to use the hall as fosmestee If this can be done 

I assure you it will be very greatly appreciated.

Ancus was atten@inge school very irregularly untill 
lately when he was sompelled to be reqular through the 
action of the truant officer. MKowever T have to report 
that the boy,who is 14 years of age, is the worst pupil 
of this Reserve. Tis teacher is totaly unable to cet 
him to work nor to obey the orders civen. This boy is 
settine a very bad example to the other pupils of his 
class and of the entire school,as he insults his teacher 
every day and openly challences the Sister. The boy also 
ewears at every moment during the classe ‘our§, 

The parents of Angus do not seem to ere that 
they should correct him. ‘Instead of'that the boy's mother 
is taking part for him,which encouraces his bad behaviour 
This boy insulted very badly the Sister Superior lately 
by telling her words that I do not even want to write. 

I wold strongly recomnend that this boy be sent away 
to an inetitution where he would be taken care of by men, 
as if this is not done several of his class companions 
will imitate hin,-as some of them have already done, 
which will spoil the discipline of our Schools.

However, it is presumed that 4t is the same boy and that a 
mistake was made in stating the name in your letter of January 
31st. 


It is also noted from your letter of the 2lst ultimo 
that the father is not prepared to sign the application form 
for the boy's admission to the St. Joseph's Industrial School 
at Alfred. In view of the information contained in your two 
letters, the Department considers that it 4s advisable to send 
him to the school mentioned. It has, therefore, been decided 
to take the necessary action under Section 10 of the Indian 
Act in order to place this boy in the_St. Joseph's Industrial 
School at Alfred. For this purpose I enclose the following:

4. The schools in the reservation are unsatisfactory 
Boys and girls are taught by the Sisters. Though this may be 
all right in the case of the girls, it is worthless in the 

case of the boys. The teaching emphatically does not fit 

the latter for advancement in life. At sixteen they are 

turned out and told to seek education elsewhere. Their 
discipline is poor. 


Moreover, the religious lines drawn in the 
schools have operated to exclude the children of parents 
adhering to the ancient Indian religion. If the schools 
could be established on lines where boys and girls would be 
taught secular subjects together and religious subjects 
separately, we think the unity and morale of the tribe would 
be raised to a higher level.

Memorandum: - 


When I visit#éd the Caughnawaga R. Indian Day School 
on the 4th instant, Rdverend Sister Mary Cleophas, the Principal, 
suggested the employmént of an additional teacher. 


As you are aware, classes are conducted in the school 
at the present time to Grade VIII, which is the highest grade 
in the elementary schools in the Province of Quebec. 


If an additional Sister was engaged, Grade IX could be 
taught. This would permit keeping the giris in school until 
sixteen years of age. Many of them now complete their school 
course at fifteen, when they are too young to obtain work and, 
for moral reasons, the Reverend Sister considers that it would 
be very advisable to start the Grade IX work. In addition to 
the academic training, this would give another year for the girls 
to take advantage of the domestic science and sewing classes which 
the Reverend Sisters conduct. 


A salary of $800 a year would be required and there is 
accommodation in the Senior School for the extra room. 


I consider that it would be in the best interests of the 
children to adopt the Reverend Sister Superior's suggestion and 
I would strongly recommend that she be authorized to secure the 
services of another Sister who is 4 qualified teacher and begin 
Grade IX work in the Caughnawaga Senior School on September ist, 
1935.

The Department yout {ons that the teachers of the 
Caughnawaga R. C. school are actuated by the best of 
motives in havi the children come to the school at 
8:30 in the morning. However, there have been several 
complaints regarding children being overworked, and the 
Department considers that it would be in the best in- 
terests of ail parties concerned to conform strictly 
with the Indian day school regulations. 


These regulations read as follows: 


“The morning session shall be from 9 A.M. 
to 12 Noon, and the afternoon session from 
1 P.M. to 4 P.M., with recess during each 
session of not less than fifteen and not 
more than twenty minutes." 


Please inform the teachers of both the Caughnawaga 
R. C. and Caughnawaga Protestant schools that the above 
regulations should be adhered to strictly. 


However, children in Grade One may be allowed home 
at three o'clock in the afternoon.

I have your letter of the 14th instant, making com- 
plaint against the Reverend Sister Superior of the Caughnawagea 
R. C. Indian Schools, regarding your daughter, Ida Morris, who 
is attending the Senior School. 


The Department has made enquiry regarding your 
compleint. It is found that your daughter has been impertinent 
to her teacher and has refused to follow instructions and obey 
discipline. Your daughter insulted the Sister before the whole 
class. It appears that she is encouraged in her actions by 
yourself. It was found necessary, by the Sister Superior, to 
gend Ida home, as an example to the other children end to 
maintain the discipline of the school. 


It is expected thet you will cease encouraging your 
daughter in refusing to obey the Sisters. The Department is 
giving your daughter every opportunity of obtaining a good 
education, and it is thought the least she should do is to obey 
the teachers. I may add that, if there is any further cause for 
complaint, the Department will have to seriously consider the 
placing of your daughter in an Indian residential school. We 
are requesting the Reverend Sister Superior to re-ad it Ida 
when the school re-opens after the present holidays, but her 
remaining et school will depend entirely upon her conduct and 
the manner in which she obeys the instructions of her teacher.

I have been reqkested by Mrs.Thomas Lazare of this 
Reserve to submit you the case of her grandchild,Johny Cowan, 
aged seven,who is ef school age but who cannot attend the 
local schools as he has the status of white. 

Mr. James Cowan is enlisted in the Active Service and 
is presently in England. He married Mrs.Lazare's daughter, 
Josephine,who lives with her on the Reserve together with 
her two children,one is four and the otner seven. 

Prevééus to her marriage Josephine was an indian. 
When she married she lived at Lachine with her husband who 
up to the time of his enlistment was a member of the R.C. 
M.P.,but after her husband left for overseas she came and 
resided on the Reserve with her mother and her father-in- 
law,Thomas Lazare,who is an invalid. 

Mr.Lazare claims that as they are in destitute cir- 
cumstances they are most anxious for Mrs.Cowans to remain 
with them on the Reserve as if she goes and lives elsewhere 
they will be complelled to apply for relief. At the present 
time Mrs.Cowans livés with them rent free and in return is 
supporting them. However if her son cannot attend school 
she will have to move out of the Resgprve. s a matter of 
fact i@ is stated that she looked for a house in Montreal, 
Lachine and other places but could not find a suitable 
house expept for prices ranging between $40.00 and $60.00 
per month,which rentals she is unable to afford. 

Will you kindly let me know if due to the fact that 
Josephine,who wes a Band member before her marriage,is 
married with an Active Service mangwho is supporting her 
parents and who is unable to find adequate log@gings could 
be given permission to sen@ her son to School. It may be 
that a@ue to the conditions above described the Department 
could do something in this particuler case.

In view of this condition, the Department is of 
the opinion that it would be very unwise to enroll 
white pupils at the larger schools. As the Sovernsent's 
building program, other than buildings necessary for our 
war effort, has been suspended, ve are convinced that 
in the days immediately ahead of us sdcitione! space 
will be recuired to provide instruction for the Indien 
pupils on the reserve. A temporary errancement, there- 
fore, whereby instruction sight be provided for certain 
white pupils, would in our judgment be searcely fair 

to the teachers in charge of our schools or to the

With reference to your letter of the 2nd 
instant I am communicating with Indian Agent Brisebois 
with regard to the phone. It has occurred to me that 
it might be possible to errange with the Bell Telephone 
Company to have a party line on which would be con- 
nected the Indian agent's office, residence and your 
residence. This plan may not be feasible but, in any 
case, I know Mr. Brisebois will give the matter 
immediate consideration and endeavour to make arrange- 
ments to remedy the condition about which you complein. 


Miss Williems, who is ean Indien, was engaged 
as teacher et the Caughnawage R.C. School at ea salary 
of $75.00 e teaching month. The Department of 
National Revenue has ruled that Indians employed on a 
reserve are not required to pey National Defence tex. 
Recently the Government provided a cost-of-living 
bonus. Miss Williams is eligible to receive this. 
11% of $75.00 is $6.25, which makes her total monthly 
salery 3.25. From this amount is deducted 5% of 
the reguler salary rate of $75.00, or $5.75, leaving 
a net amount of $79.50 payable to her monthly. The 
amount of $35.75 deducted monthly is pleced in the 
retirement fund, interest allowed, and will be paid 
to Miss Williems when she leaves our employ. 


Some months ago the Sisters of St. Ann 
applied for exemption from payment of National Defence 
tax on the grounds that they turned their selary cheques 
over to the Order to which they belong and only received

However the Rev.Sister Superior seems to be opposed 
to their absence from School and has asked the Constable to 
go to the above mentioned places in order that the children 
in school age be dismissed from work. The Constabie was 
instructed not to do anything before being advised by you. 


Mey I say that I would favour, if agreeable to you, 
that these children be permitted to continue working up to 
the first of next month, owing to the present condition, and

In view of the acute labour shortace existing 
throughout the country and in view of the concessions 
already made by provincial departments of education, the 
Department is of the opinion that these pupils should be 
permitted to continue at the work in which they are now 
engaged until October 1. This decision applies partic- 
ularly to senior oes You should inform the Principal 
of the school that these are critical times in which we 
are living and that this nation, together with other 
nations, is qantas for its very existence. You should 
point out to her, also, that Section 10 (subsection 5, 
paragraph ‘'c') of the Indian Act reads: 


"No parent or other person shall be liable 
to such penalties if such child has been excused in writing 
by the Indian agent or teacher for temporary absence to 
assist in husbandry or urgent and necessary household 
duties*,.

4n a small shack very clcse by the Kateri School, they have no 
parents on the Reserve, the mother having died and father re- 
married and his present address is unknown. Jospph Diabo lives 
with his parents “Jos. Diabo" opposite the Nun's residence on 
the Reserve. 


11. Returning to Montreal, the information was handed 
over to Insp. Lemieux, who instructed to obtain Search Warrants 
to search the premises of the Latours and Viabo. 


Re On the 5th inst., accompanied by Cst. Dubois, the 
domiciles of the Latours and Diabo were pearched respectively 
at 10.0 and 10.45 A.M. but no signs of he stolen goods were 
found in either premises. John Latour was questioned after 
being warned, but he denied knowing anything about the theft, 
his brother Richard was not at home, but he was questioned at 
his work, at the Boyce imamber Co., Ville sSt.Pierre, Pe, he 
also denied any knowledge of the theft. It was impossible to 
question Joseph Diabo, as his mother did not know where he could 
be located.

DETACHMENT | fire escape deor on the second floor of the school house, had 
been forced and that the desks in the class rooms, had been 
ransacked, but they could not fimd anything missing, with the 
exception of a few red marking pencils. On the A.M. of the 
SO0th ult., they again found that the same fire escape door 
had again been fowced, they again investigated and found not- 
hing missing. On the morning of the lst inst., this same doo 
was again forced and opened and after inveeti,;ating, they 
found that a set of Rogers cutlery “silverware“ and exccsso- 
ries, 1 Xlectric foanter, 1 Electric Iron and a few other 
kitchen utensils were missing from the Domestic Science Room, 
which is situnted in the basement of the Kateri School.

1. With reference to the above and your instructions 
of the 18th inst., on my P.C.R. of the Sth inst. I beg to re=- 
port that on this date, accompanied by S/Cat. bufresne, I pro-

3. Pleas of guilty were entered by both of the 
accused, and Judge UC. Guerin, presiding justice, saw fit to 
reiease them on parole, ordering them to report to him on 
October 15th, 1945. The boys also entered pleas of guilty 
to a charge of breaking, entering anda theft from the golf 
club on the reserve limits, and were dealt with by the 
juage as previously mentioned. The penalty imposed by Judge 
yuerin does not seem commensurate with the offence. 

4. The greater part of the goods thet were stolen 
have been recovered, end a copy of form 246 listing same 
thereon is also enclosed. I presume it will now be in order 
to return tnese articles to the Sister Superior in cherge of 
the keteri school.

RE (EN SCHOOL IN CAUGHNAWAGA 


Representatives from the Council of Caughnawaga 
have just been in to see me with regard to the formation of 
a school in the Caughnawaga Reserve for RMench Canadian children 
on the Reserve and point out to me that this an Indian Reserve. 


They also point out that the present situation is 
just a further encroachment on their rights. 


Through various means and devious ways French 
Canadians have come on the reserve and every time there was 
an objection there has been a postponement of the situation 
for some reason or other. Summer visitors have been tolerated 
for six months and then after being on the Reserve for six months, 
have dragged along until the following summer and then started 
another six months until they have become more or less permanent. 


All of these various "visitors", I am told, have 
finally formed a small French community sufficiently large to 
reguire a French Canadian School. I am also informed that, of 
course, the Indian Agent, being a French-Canadian, has many 
visétors which all swells the French-Canadian population. I 
have been asked to point out to you that the Council understands 
that some of the equipment used for the proposed school belongs 


to the Indian Department and should be used for the benefit of 
the Indian pupils. 


It has been particularly stressed to me that there is 
no race feeling against French, English or any other race but 
the Indians feel that Caughnawaga is an Indian Reserve and should 
be retained intact as such.

May I refer to your letter to this 
Department dated September 9 and my reply thereto 
Gated September 13, 19437 


I am today in receipt of a letter from 
Indian Agent Brisebois, in which he states that no 
attempt has been made to organize a school district 
or to establish a public school on the Caughnavaga 
reserve at any time. The Indian Agent points out, 
however, that Mrs. Albert Rice, a member of the 
Caughnewage Band, is at present providing tuition 
for 12 pupils. ér these pupils, five are French 
speaking and seven English speaking. However, the 
course of instruction provided is Enclish. It would 
appear also, from the information supplied us, that 
Mrs. Margaret Regis gave somewhat similar instruction 
to a group of Indians last year. Mr. Brisebois, in 
commenting upon the instruction that has been provided 
until now, states: "Mrs. Rice is a member of this 
Band selfing her services to white people as a merchant 
would sell s&s goods or a workman his time or skill. 
She does not cperate a school but provides private 
courses and uses her own residence for this purpose." 


Mr. Brisebois concludes his letter with 
the statement that an attempt has been made by the 
parents of these children to send them to Ville Lasalle 
and Lachine but that the schools at these points are 
now full to capacity.

Bush was paid bonus for October, but subsequently a 
cheque was issued for Mr- Bush from Ootober 15, 19435, 
and consequently, according to the ruling in effect 
at thet time, Mrs. Bush head been overpaid bonus for 
the period October 15 to Gtober 31, 1945, amounting 
to $7.46. 


From Noveaber 1, 1943, a new regulation 
went into effect vermitting the payment of bonus to 
both e husband m4 a wife, although both of them are 
in Government+employ. Consequently in future Mre. 

ush wil” vontinue to draw bonus at the rate of 

a 2’ a month, but, in view of the overpayment of 
¥7.46 for the period October 15 to October 351, this 
amount was deducted from her December bonus leaving 
the balance due her $6.14. I enclose her December 
cheque, also her stubs for October and November.

I had an opportunity while in 
Montreal to visit Caughnawaga. I was somewhat 
ry) 


disappointed with the construction of the new 

n school. Its progress is not what is should be. 

y This is due probably to the difficulty of obtaining 
material and skilled labour. However, I believe 
that our architects should endeavour to visit this 
building and see what can be done to expedite the 
construction of it. At the rate that they are going 
at present, they will have a great deal of aifficulty 
working during the winter as none of the walls of the 
main building are even partially enclosed. 


I had a fairly lengthy talk with 
the new Principal of the school. I visited Miss 
Terrance's room and I am satisfied that under 
supervision she is doing her wark here as efficiently 
as possible. The Principal is aware of the reason of 
her transfer and is following her fairly closely. 


I also visited several other 
classrooms and was pleased with the spirit and 
atmosphere in Miss Bush's room. I was not impressed 
with the arithmetic achieved in the senior boys' room. 
I think that this is probably one of the weak spots in 
the Caughnawaga schools. 
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I have noticed that most of the 
teachers are new. I was somewhat disappointed 
because the various talks given to these teachers 
on the activity program has been to a great extent 
wasted time. The Principal herself is not familiar 
with our recommendation on this line and the seven 
new Sisters probably never heard about it. I feel 
that the amount of money that we are putting in 
education at Caughnawaga entitles us to, I would 
say, better treatment as far as teachers are concerned. 


I visited the Manual Training class and am 
satisfied with the progress being made. Mr. Viau has 
quite an influence on his pupils. He has good 
discipline and seems to be well liked by his pupils. 

Of course, the accommodation is far from being 
satisfactory. A number of minor mistakes have been 
made which could have serious repf6écussions but I 
believe that I have been able to rectify these in time. 
This again is due to our inability to visit these 
schools more frequently.

Dear Sir: 


The Easter holidays mark the last stages of 
the school year. I trust that they offered you the 
well-deserved relaxation after a heavy winter session 
and the opportunity of freshening up for the sping and 
summer rush--I don't suppose that summer lull exists 
for you. Since the date of your promised visit is so 
uncertain, I am taking the liberty of writing you about 

he various points and situations with which Time hes 
the gift of strewing our path. 


First, Sister Mary Anne Rosaleen, teacher of 
Grades IX and VIII Boys, was transferred to our Infirmary 
in Lachine on April 11 where she will remain till the 
summer. As no other substitute could be had, Sister 
Evelina Marie, our Physical Culture instructor, was ep- 
pointed to replace her. Despite the fact that none of 
us favor substitution during the school year, I am con- 
fident that you will understand that this change is 
necessitated by inevitable circumstances beyond our con- 
trol. 


This in turn gives rise to another situation. 
You are fully aware that it is not feasible to exact 
Sister Evelina Marie to fulfill both duties; but as there 
are only a few weeks left, the respective class teachers 
would be willing to continue the drills with thetr indi- 
vidual classes if you allowed extra compensation for this 
extra work. From the very beginning, Sister promised the 
pupils a public demonstration as an incentive to their 
best effort. Not to disappoint them, the Sisters would 
be willing to lend a helping hand. 
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April 22, 1949 


Yet I do not think it would be fair to tax 
the teachers with this extra task without some suitable 
remuneration. Should you decide otherwise, we shall 
simply abide by your decision and drop the physicel 
training. I am sorry for the disturbance this change 
will cause in the Department of Finance; but as I stated 
above, this condition could not be avoided nor controlled. 


The third point concerns the moving to the new 
school which is progressing quite well. If I remember 
well, you mentioned last November that this would take 
place before the pupils left for their holidays as it 
would be too onerous to do it a lone. Now, would you 
want us to transfer only the school supplies? Do you 
intend furnishing the new school with entirely new equ ip- 
ment or shall we prepare the old for transportation too? 


These and many other minor question marks would 
be quickly discussed and settled “viva voce"--shall we 
have the pleasure of receiving you soon?

We have written to the Ontario Department of Edu- 
cation in Toronto for details concerning the summer 
courses they offer for teachers. If at all manarge- 
able, some of vs will no doubt ettend. 
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The salary schedule of the Department does 
not provide added remuneration for extre-curricular activities. 
Our day school teachers coach hockey teams, run dramatic and 
Gebating societies, supervise homemakers’ clubs and many 
other functions, on the salary provided in our schedule. 


How thet the session of Parliament may end 
in the near future, I have creat hopes of finally being able 
to visit Caughnawecge agein.

Agent Brosseau's report on the Cawghnawagea Boys 
school for the month of Kovember last in which 


he states that the number of pupils in attendance 


is larger than one teacher gan pooperly look after. 


There are 106 pupils enrolled at this 
school out of a total school population of 200 boys 
of the reserwe.The average attenda&Mce is about 45 
who afte in the first four standards and most of the 
teacher's time is devoted to the younger pupils 
who form the greatest number. It seems to me that 
an assistant is required at this school,forty pupils 
being about the limit allowed to one teacher im the 
public schools where they are all of one grade. Good 
results cannot be obtained in a school of this class 
where the pupils are in four different standards. 

The attendance under Mr Delisle,the present 
teacher,has more than doubled,and I think that 
still better results could be obtained if he had mere 
time to devote to the older pupils.The quarterly 
returns show that the ages of the pupils ruh from 
six to sixteen . 

The Girls school on this reserve,which 
has about the same average attendance though a 
smaller enrollment,has two teachers and is doing 


good work. 
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There we three schools on this reserve, 
two Roman Catholic (Boys and Girls) with a school 
population of sbout 200 each and an attendance as 
above stated,and one Methodist school with an enroll- 
ment of 6 and an average attendance of 3 pupils. 

The appropriation for these schools is $450.00 for 
the Boys (the amount paid being $400.00) ;$500 for 
the Girls($300.00 for the senior teacher and $200.00 
for the junior) ;$250.00 for the Methodist, ($125.00 
being paid by the Department through the Methodist 
Missionary Society) which leaves $175.00 San the 
appropriation voted for salaries unspent,which 
might be used in paying the salary of a second 
teacher for the Boys School and I think that if a 
small amount were added by the Department there 
would be no diffiqmility in getting a teacher to take 
charge of the junior class, 

The present building used by the Boys 
has ample accommodation for two classes,there being 


two roams of 25 x 22 ft each.

The salaries are certainly low and I think 
that if $50.00 a year could be added to each, it 
would be an emcouragement to them and only a fair 
recognition of their services.

On that occassion the good sisters had 
arranged a nice little dramatic and musical evening, which 
charmed me very much. I came back with the ides that our 

ounr Indians of Cauchnawagea can compare with advantage 
beside any other nationslity of the country. i noticed in 
these young children an air of intellirence that struck 
me. Their English pronunciation is good, and their 
manner in appearing before the public is without reproach. 
I am under tre impression that the education of my young 
Indians is in good herds; and I should say that for 
Caughnawega there is being p epared a new mentality that 
wil be for the greatest zood of the Iroquois of thin 
reserve. The predecessors of the nuns were certainly good 

chool-masters and school-mistresses; but permit me to 
make the remark, Mr.Superintendent, that or our Indians 

I attach more importance to education than to instruction. 
The formation of the char: cter of a young Indian is the 
main point; and I do not hesitate to say that the nuns 
are more competent than any one else in this respect. The 
children appear to like their teachers anc have great 
respect for them. In a word, I am quite satisfied with the 
manner in which theese ladies are conducting their schools.
